Official  Base  Ball  Record,  and  his  enthusiasm  and 
interest  in  the  new  book  were  as  fresh  and  undimmed 
as  if  it  was  his  first  publication.  That  he  did  not  slight 
his  work  with  his  advancing  years  the  improvement  in 
each  succeeding  number  of  the  Guide  bears  testimony. 

Henry  Chadwick's  whole  life  was  centered  in  the 
National  Game  and  he  was  ever  an  honest  and  fearless 
champion  of  what  he  considered  was  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  sport  and  a  relentless  opponent  of  everything 
that  savored  of  crookedness  or  dishonesty.  He  reiterated 
the  necessity  of  character  and  honesty  as  fundamentals 
of  the  successful  government  of  Base  Ball,  and  to  his 
constant  endeavors,  more  than  anything  else,  can  bo 
credited  the  high  standing  and  unsullied  reputation  of 
the  game  as  an  honestly  conducted  sport. 

A  history  of  Mr.  Chadwick's  life  and  an  account  of 
his  funeral,  with  extracts  from  leading  newspapers  and 
expressions  from  prominent  men  of  the  country,  eulogistic 
of  his  career,  will  be  printed  in  the  annual  issue  of 
the  Spalding  Guide,  which  will  be  published  as  usual  in 
March.

Jennings 
and  Donovan,  of  the  Detroit  team,  were  indetinitely  suspended 
for  kicking.

Detroit  tied  the  score  in  the  tenth 
Inning  after  New  York  had  made  two  runs  and  won  in  the 
twelfth.

11 — Pittsburg  defeated  the  Giants  at  the  Polo  Ground,  and  Gibson, 
the  Pittsburg  catcher,  did  not  have  a  put  out  or  an  assist  in  the 
game.

•  S — But  three  hits  were  made  by  the  "Phillies"  against  Campbell,  of 
Cincinnati.  Seymour  made  one  of  the  most  re-uarkable  one  hand 
catches    ever    witnessed   at    the    Polo    Ground. 

20 — The  largest  recorded  crowd  that  ever  witnessed  a  ball  game  at- 
tended the  contest  between  the  Giants  and  the  Chicagos  at  the 
Polo  Ground  in  New  York.

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New  York  Nationals,  made  foiw  hits  in  succession  against  Cor- 
ridon  and  Moren,  the  I'hiladeliJhia  pitchers.  Wiltse.  pitcher  for 
the  New  Yoik  Nationals,  pitched  a  ten-inning  game  against 
Philadelphia  without  a  hit  or  a  run  being  made  by  the  visiting 
players.  Not  a  man  got  to  first  until-  the  ninth  inning,  when 
McQuilleu,  the  Philadelphia  pitcher,  was  hit  by  the  pitchei.

Brockett  pitched  for  Newark  and  La- 
fitte  for  Jersey  City.  Pittsburg  regained  first  place  in  the  Na- 
tional League  by  defeating  Chicago  by  the  score  of  10  to  5. 
Burney  Dreyfuss,  owner  of  the  Pittsburg  club,  announced  that 
he  would  claim  a  forfeited  game  from  the  Chicagos.  The  latter 
team  had  notified  Pittsburg  to  play  two  games  ou  this  date,  but 
at  the  last  moment  declined  to  do  so.  Mr.  Dreyfuss  claimed  that 
under  the  league  rules  Chicago  had  no  right  to  take  this  action 
and  appealed  to  the  president  of  the  Le.<igue.

Spade,  pitcher 
of  the  Ciucinnatis,  was  awarded  to  New  York  Nationals  by  lot, 
but  was  traded  back  for  Weimer.  Philadelphia  lost  to  Chi- 
cago in  eleven  innings  by  the  score  of  3  to  2.  Foxen  and  Brown 
were  pitchers.

12 — Thomas  Bryce,  the  owner  of  the  Columbus,  O.,  base  ball  club, 
fell  dead  in  the  arms  of  John  J.   McGraw,   manager  of  the   Giants, 
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as  he  greeted  Missis.  McGraw  and  Jehn  T.  Brush,  who  were 
paying   the  Columbus   club   a   visit. 

13 — New  York  Nationals  won  a  double  header  from  Pittsburg,  clos- 
ing in  closely  on  Pittsburg  and  Chicago.  St.  Louis  Americans  won 
a  double  header  from  Washington  and  were  once  more  in  first 
place  without  sharing  the  honor  with  Detroit.

16 — Isbell's  home  run  in  the  fourth  inning  of  the  Boston-Chicago 
American  League  game  won  for  Chicago,  as  Jones  was  on  first. 
With  one  aut  and  the.  bases  filled,  Mathewson  was  called  to  the 
box  in  the  New  Y'ork-Chicago  National  game.  Chica'go  needed 
two  runs  to  tie  the  score,  but  Sheckard  was  out  on  an  easy- 
bounder  to  first  and  Howard  struck  out.  Magee  and  Bransfield 
made  home  runs  in  succession  in  a  game  against  St.  Louis,  Cin- 
cinnati announced  the  purchase  of  O'Toole,  a  pitcher  of  the  Brock- 
ton   club   and   also   of   Savidge,    a   pitcher  of  the   Memphis    club. 

17 — Chicago  Nationals  defeated  New  York  1  to  0,  Tinker's  home  run 
in  the  fifth  inning  winning  the  game,  Mathewson  and  Brown 
were  pitchers.  New  Y'ork  lost  an  oppcrtunit.y  to  reach  first  place. 
Cincinnati  defeated  Brooklyn  2  to  0.  Brooklyn  made  two  hits 
against  Coakley.  Ilummell  getting  both.  Doyle,  pitcher  of  the  New 
York  Americans,  loaned  to  Atlanta  club.  Providence  won  from 
Newark  and  took  the  lead  in  Eastern  League.  Detroit  made 
twenty-five  hits  against  Vickers,  Schlitzer  and  Maxwell.  Bos- 
ton had  held  the  heav.v  hitting  record  in  the  American  League, 
inaking  22  hits  off  Thielman  in  1907,  and  23  off  Chesbro  and 
Newton,  of  New  Y'ork,  in  1906.  Wagner  day  was  celebrated  at 
Pittsburg.  The  spectators  numbered  7.242.  Wagner  was  pre- 
sented with  a  $700  watch,  an  Elks'  charm,  and  a  rooster  which 
was  guaranteed  to  be  able  to  "lick  an.vthing."  A  small  boy  made 
the  latter  donation.     Pittsburg  was  shut  out  4  to  0. 

18 — Chicago  Nationals  defeated  New  Ycrk  in  the  ninth  inning  by 
scoring  two  runs  on  a  base  on  balls  to  Evers,  Moran's  two 
bagger  and  another  by  Tinker.  Cincinnati  scored  a  run  in  the 
tenth  inning  and  defeated  Brooklyn.  Philadelphia  Nationals  won 
a  double  header  from  the  St.  Louis  team.  Montreal  defeated 
Buffalo  7  to  5  in  twelve  innings  and  then  beat  the  same  team  3 
to  2  in   ten   innings  in  a  double  header. 

19 — New  Y'ork  Nationals  defeated  St.  Louis  in  the  sixteenth  inning 
at  St.  Louis  and  wer.t  back  to  second  place  in  the  National 
League  race,  as  Bostim  beat  Chicago.  McGinnity  and  Crandall 
pitched  for  New  York  and  Karger  for  St.  Louis.  Doyle  and 
Bresnahan  made  a  triple  and  two  bagger  with  one  man  on 
base  in  the  sixteenth.  Graham,  of  Boston  Nationals,  made  three 
hits  in  four  times  at  bat  against  Ove.'all  and  Lundgren.  and 
Kling,  of  Chicago,  made  three  hits  in  four  times  at  .t;at  against 
Flaherty,    of    Boston. 

20 — Wagner,    of    Pittsburg,    in    a   game    iu    which    Pittsburg    wen    from 
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Brooklyn  by  the  score  of  G  to  ".  batted  in  three  runs  and  scored 
the  other  three.  Ho  made  a  triple  and  a  home  run.  Philadel- 
phia won  from  Cincinnati  in  an  eleven  inning  game  by  the  score 
of  4  to '3.  Corridon  and  Spade  were  the  pitchers.  The  New  York 
Nationals     purchased  the   release  of  Paige,  a   I'harlestun    pitcher. 

21 — St.  Louis  Nationals  gave  thr  New  Yorlis  another  hard  contest, 
the  Giants  winning  by  the  score  of  4  to  2  in  twelve  innings. 
Mathewson  and  Sallee  were  the  pitchers.  St.  Louis  and  New  York 
Nationals  broko  even  on  a  double  header.  Boston  Americans  beat 
the  St.  Louis  team  two  games.  Detroit  won  and  made  its  lead 
greater   than  it  had  been  any  time   during   the   season. 

22 — J.  A.  Sommer,  who  had  caught  for  the  Boston,  Indianapolis, 
Chicago,  and  Cleveland  teams,  died  at  his  home  in  Cleveland. 
Jordan,  first  baseman  of  the  Brooklyn  club,  batted  the  ball  over 
the  right  field  fence  in  I'ittsburg,  it  being  the  first  time  in  nine 
years  that  such  an  occurrence  took  place.  It  was  said  to  have 
been  the  longest  hit  ever  made  in  Pittsburg.  Chicago  and  Boston 
National  League  clubs  played  eleven  innings  with  the  score  2  to  2, 
the  game  being  called  because  the  players  were  obliged  to  catch  a 
train.  Newton,  of  the  New  Y'ork  Americans,  was  released  to  the 
Newark  club.  Cleveland  heat  the  Athletics  4  to  3  in  a  twelve- 
inning  game.      Baltimore  beat  Montreal   8  to  1   in  eleven  innings. 

23— C'leveland  announced  the  purchase  of  Falkenberg,  a  Washington 
pitcher,  and  Altizer,  a  Washington  infielder.  for  $10,000.  Chicago 
Americans  won  a  double  header  from  the  New  York  Americans 
by  6  to  2  and  6  to  3.  Detroit  captured  its  third  straight  game 
from  Washington.  Philadelphia  Americans  won  from  Cleveland 
in  the  tenth  inning  by  1  to  0.  Oldring  was  hit  by  a  pitched  ball 
and  Hartsel  knocked  the  ball  over  the  fence. 

24 — Before  18,000  spectators  at  the  Polo  Ground,  New  Y^ork  defeated 
Pittsburg  2  to  1,  Wiltse  and  Willis  pitching.  The  victory  brought 
New  York  within  one  game  of  first  place.  Chicago  defeated 
Brooklyn  in  eleven  innings  by  the  score  of  2  to  1,  Pflester,  Reul- 
bach  and  Wllhelm  were  the  pitchers.  In  four  times  at  bat  Doyle. 
of  the  New  York  Nationals,  made  three  hits,  a  triple,  double  and 
single.     Willis  was  the  pitcher. 

25 — New  Y'ork  National  League  otBcials  admitted  that  the  crowd 
which  saw  the  game  between  New  Y'ork  and  Pittsburg  was  the 
largest  that  ever  was  gathered  on  the  Polo  Ground.  The  esact 
attendance  was  not  made  public,  but  it  was  said  to  be  more 
than  25,000.  Pittsburg  won  and  saved  first  place  by  the  score 
of  7  to  2.  The  Giants  dropped  back  to  third  place.  Wagner 
made  five  hits  in  five  times  at  bat.  The  first  four  were  against 
Mathewson  and  the  last  against  McGinnity.  Two  of  the  hits 
against  Mathewson  were  doubles.  The  base  ball  nine  of  Corry, 
I'a.,  won  in  twenty-three  innings  from  Falconer,  N.  Y'. ;  score, 
3  to  1;  Bedient,  pitcher  for  Falconer,  struck  out  42  men,  and 
Bickford,  of  Corry,  16.  Carl  Spouberg,  pitcher  for  Ogden  in  the 
Utah  League,  was  secured  by  the  Chicago  National  League  club, 
with  orders  to  come  East  at  once.  National  Commission  decided 
that  the  Newark  club  had  failed  to  substantiate  its  claim  to 
the  services  of  John  B.  Miller,  formerly  with  the  Easton.  Pa., 
club.  A  claim  by  the  Williamsport,  Pa.,  club  for  $2,500  from 
the  St.  Louis  National  League  club  for  Delehanty,  Charles  and 
Sallee  was  rejected.  The  Williamsport  club  filed  a  private  con- 
tract with  the  Commission  to  substantiate  its  claim,  but  as  the 
contract  had  not  been  originally  filed  with  the  commission,  it  de- 
'Clined   to  accept   it   in   compliance   with    former   rulings.

St.  Louis  Nationals  failed  to  score 
in  the  eleventh  inning  and  were  beaten  b.v  Philadelphia,  which 
made  its  sole  run  in  the  tenth  inning.  Providence  beat  Toronto 
5  to  4  in  ten  innings.  Rochester  defeated  Newark  7  to  6,  in 
eleven  innings.  Utica  defeated  Albany  3  to  0  in  eighteen  innings, 
neither  team  scoring  for  seventeen  innings.  Worcester  defeated 
New  Bedford  by  the  score  of  4  to  3  in  fourteen  innings.  Law- 
rence defeated  Lowell  5  ;o  4  in  twelve  innings.

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run.  Newark  won  its  fourth  straight  game  from  Buffalo.  Phila- 
delphia National  League  iiitehers  shut  out  Cincinnati  twenty-nine 
consecutive  innings  with  the  game  ending  on  August  1.  Blue, 
catcher  of  the  St.  Louis  American  League  club,  was  traded  *">' 
Smith,   catcher  of  the  Athletics. 

3 — Mclntyre  of  Brooklyn  held  the  St.  Louis  team  to  one  hit,  a  bunt 
by  Reilly.  Bridwell,  shortstop  for  the  New  York  Nationals, 
accepted  twelve  difficult  chances  against  the  Cincinnati  team 
without  an  error.  Barry  of  St.  Louis  Nationals  was  released  to 
the  New  York  Nationals.  New  York  was  notified  that  Weimer 
had  pitched  for  an  independent  club  in  Chicago  on  August  2  and 
was  Ineligible  to  play  until  he  made  his  peace  with  the  National 
Commission.  New  York  Nationals  shut  out  Cincinnati,  maljing 
thirty-eight  consecutive  innings  for  Cincinnati  without  a  run.

Doyle  began  with  a  safe  bunt,  went  to  third  on 
a  poor  throw  by  Coakley,  and  scored  on  Bresnahan's  single  with 
no  one  out.  New  Y'ork  Nationals  won  twice  from  Cincinnati  and 
passed  to  second  place  in  the  National  League  race,  Chicago  losing 
to  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburg  to  Boston.  Seymour  of  the  New 
Y'ork  Nationals  made  two  home  runs  in  the  second  game  of  the 
double-header  between  New  York  and  Cincinnati.  Oshkosh  won 
from  Fond  du  Lac  in  the  twenty-third  inning  by  the  score  of  4 
to  2.  Reill.v  pitched  for  Fond  du  Lac  and  Pinkney  for  Oshkosh. 
Bain  fell  at  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  in  a  game  between  Vicksburg  and 
Meridian  in  the  Cotton  States  League.  The  regular  diamond 
was  unfit  for  pla.v  and  the  umpire,  Laroque,  permitted  the  Vicks- 
burg owners  to  lay  out  a  temporary  diamond  in  the  outfield  and 
ordered  both  teams  to  continue  the  game.  Vicksburg  won  by  the 
score  of  5  to  2  and  the  game  was  protested.  Justus  of  Lancaster, 
O.,  pitched  his  second  no-hit  game  against  the  Portsmouth,  O., 
team.  One  man  reached  second  base  on  an  error.  Two  balls  were 
hit  to  the  outfield.  Justus  struck  out  ten  men.  On  Jul.v  19  he 
pitched  a  no-hit  game  against  Mansfield,  only  three  balls  being 
batted  to  the  outfield. 

5 — \A'ith  the  score  3  to  0  in  favor  of  the  New  Y'ork  Nationals  in  the 
eighth  inning,  Cincinnati  made  four  runs  in  the  ninth,  and  the 
Giants  tied  the  score  in  their  half  of  the  ninth,  when  the  game 
was  called.  Had  the  New  Yorks  won  they  would  practically  have 
been  tied  for  the  leadership  of  the  league.  Up  to  the  tie  played 
with  Cincinnati,  New  Y'ork  had  w'on  seven  straight  games.  Bran- 
don, pitcher  of  Kansas  City,  was  announced  transferred  to  Pitts- 
burg, the  deal  to  be  consummated  at  the  end  of  the  American 
Association  season.  Abstein,  first  baseman  for  Providence,  was 
reported  as  signed  by  the  Pittsburg  club  for  1909,  the  transfer 
to  take  place  at  the  end  of  the  Eastern  League  season.  President 
Comiske.v  of  the  Chicago  Americans  purchased  the  release  of 
BadiT.    the  hard-hitting  outfielder  of  the  Des  Moines,    la.,    club. 

6 — Chicago  Americans  defeated  Boston  in  the  thirteenth  inning  by 
2    to    1.       White    and    Steele    and    Cicotte    were    the    pitchers. 

7 — I'hiladelphia  won  from  Detroit,  Donovan,  the  Detroit  pitcher, 
losing  his  first  game  on  the  home  ground  for  the  year. 

8 — New  Y'ork  National  League  club  played  to  the  largest  crowd  in 
the  history  of  Base  Ball.  Chicago  was  the  opposing  team.  The 
management  did  not  give  the  exact  attendance,  but  admitted  that 
it  was  greater  than  for  any  game  in  the  world's  series  with  the 
Athletics.  The  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburg  clubs  played  before 
22.377  spectators  in  Philadelphia,  the  I'ittsburgs  winning  the 
game    in    the    tenth    inning. 

0 — In  the  eighth  inning  of  the  game  between  St.  Louis  and  Boston 
Americans,  with  the  score  2  to  0  in  favor  of  Boston,  St.  Louis 
scored  eight  runs.

No  official  figures  were  made  public,  but  the  crowd  was  estimated 
at  20,000.  Bell,  Brooklyn's  pitcher,  hit  for  three  bases  in  the 
si.\th  Inning  of  the  game  with  Cincinnati  and  sent  home  enough 
runs  to  win  his  own  game. 

11 — M\  records  for  Base  Ball  attendance  were  broken  at  a  proposed 
"double-header"  to  have  been  played  by  the  New  York  and  Chicago 
National  League  teams  at  the  Polo  Ground  in  New  York.  At 
2:20  P.M.,  twenty  minutes  after  time  for  commencement  of  the 
first  game,  it  became  necessar.y  to  close  the  entrances  to  the 
Polo  Ground,  owing  to  the  already  crowded  field.  Thirty  thousand 
spectators  were  estimated  to  be  present,  including  both  free  and 
paid  admissions.  Rain  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  half  of  the 
seventh  inning  drove  the  crowd  to  shelter.  The  game  was 
abandoned  and  no  attempt  was  made  to  play  the  second  contest, 
because  of  wet  grounds.  Chicago,  in  three  games  ijhiyed  in  New 
York,  was  supposed  to  have  played  to  more  than  (;ri.(MM(  spectators, 
the  best  record  in  the  history  of  the  national  jiastinie  for  three 
successive  games.  Pittsburg  won  its  last  game  from  I'hiladelphla 
and  returned  home  in  the  lead  for  the  Naticmal  League  pennant 
after  a  very  successful  trip  through  the  East.  Base  Ball  writers 
met   in    New    York    to   form    a   national   association. 

12 — Bridwell  of  the  New  York  Nationals  made  three  hits  in  three 
times  at  bat  against  Rucker  of  Brooklyn.  Three  hits  were  made 
against  Brown  of  Chicago  by   Pittsburg,   and  Chicago  won  handily.

New  York  Xatinnala 
announced  the   purchase  of   Durham,   an  Indianapolis   pitclier.

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Iiy  lieating  the  Philadolphias  by  tlip  score  of  5  to  2.  Chicago 
Americans  won  from  Boston,  3  to  0,  bringing  them  to  a  close 
third  in  the  race,  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis  Nationals  broke  evjn 
in  a  double  header,   St.    Louis  tieins   with   Brooklyn   for  last  place. 

28 — T    J.    I'ratt,    a    well-known    Base    Ball    man    of    Philadelphia,   died. 

29 — New  Yurk  aid  Philadelphia  Nationals  broke  even  in  a  double 
header:  New  York  won  the  first  game,  with  Mathewson  against 
Mcyninen.  and  lust  the  secnnd.  with  Crandall  against  Cova- 
leski.  Pittsburg  won  two  games  from  the  St.  Louis  Nationals. 
D(  troit  \V(in  a  double  hi'ader  from  Washington.  Cleveland  played 
a  game  in  the  morning  with  Philadelphia,  fearful  that  it  might 
rain  in  the  afterriocin;  the  regular  game  was  played  in  the  after- 
noon; Cleveland  won  both.  Chicago  Americans  won  a  double 
header    from    Boston. 

30 — Philadeliihia  was  beaten  b.v  the  New  York  Nationals  by  the 
score  of  2  to  1,  and  Cincinnati  beat  Chicago  in  the  ninth  inning, 
the  Giants  once  more   returning   to  first  place  in  the   race. 

OCTOBER. 

1 — New  Y"ork  and  Philadelphia  Nationals  broke  even  in  a  double 
header.  .Mathewson  won  his  game  and  Wiltse  and  JlcGinnity 
were  the  New  Y'ork  pitchers  in  the  losing  game.  Coveleski 
pitched  the  winning  game  for  Philadelphia.  Chicago  won  from 
Oincinnati  b.v  the  score  of  6  to  0  and  the  victory  made  a  tie 
between    Chicago    and    Pittsburg    for    second    and    third    places. 

2 — I'lttsburg  won  a  double  header  from  St.  Louis  in  the  National 
League  and  went  into  first  place.  Chicago  and  New  Y'ork  also 
won.  the  former  from  Cincinnati  and  the  latter  from  I'hiladelphia. 
Cleveland  beat  Chicago  in  the  American  League  by  the  score 
of  1  to  0.  .Toss  of  Cleveland  pitched  a  uo-hit  p-ame  Walsh,  the 
Chicago  pitcher  in  the  same  game  struck  out  fifteen  men.  Harry 
C.  PuUiam.  President  of  the  National  League,  announced  his  de- 
cision in  the  protested  game  between  New  Y'ork  and  Chicago. 
He  abided  b.v  the  report  cf  the  umpires  and  called  it  a  tie  game. 
John  T.  Brush,  owner  of  the  New  Y'ork  club,  announced  that  he 
had  appealed  the  decision  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Na- 
tional League.  Charles  W.  Murphy,  of  the  Chicago  club,  said 
that     he    would    appeal    also. 

3 — Philadelphia  Nationals  beat  New  Y'ork  and  sent  the  Giants  back 
to  third  place,  as  both  Chicago  and  Pittsburg  won.  Coveleski, 
the  Philadelphia  pitcher,  officiated  in  his  third  vietor.v  against 
the  Giants  in  the  Philadelphia  series.  New  York  Americans 
won  a  double  bonder  from  tlie  Washingtous.  Detroit  Americans 
beat  St.  Louis  with  ease  and  Chicago  Americans  gave  Cleveland 
a  hard  blow  by  defeating  that  ti>am.  Harr.v  C.  PuUiam.  presi- 
dent of  the  National  League,  announced  that  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  would  be  held  Monday,  October  5.  in  Cin- 
cinnati   to   take   up   the   appeal   <if   New    York    and    Chicago. 

4 — ^Chicago  Nationals  defeated  Pittsburg  by  the  score  of  5  to  2  and  put 
Pittsburg  out  of  the  race  for  the  championship.  Brown  and 
Willis  were  the  pitchers,  the  former  for  Chicago  doing  the  better 
work.  Attendance  at  Chicago  was  .30.247.  the  largest  on  record  at 
a  western  game.  Lobert  of  Cincinnati  was  timed  in  fourteen 
seconds  flat  in  ruiining  tlie  bases.  Chicago  Americans  beat  Detroit 
3  to  1  befcu'e  22.200  spectators,  the  largest  crowd  that  ever  saw  a 
game  on  the  Chicago  American  League  ground.  St.  Louis  and 
Cleveland  tied    in   an   eleven   inuing  game   at   St.    Louis.    3    to   3. 

5 — The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  League  met  in  Cincin- 
nati to  decide  the  appealed  New  York-Chicago  game  and  after 
hearing  evidence  all  day  adjourned  until  the  following  da.v.  New 
Y'ork  Nationals  defeated  Boston  in  the  first  game  of  three  necessary 
for  New  Y'ork  to  win  to  tie  Chicago  for  the  championship.  .\mes 
pitched  for  the  New  Y'ork  team  and  Boston  made  one  hit  in  seven 
innings,  Ames  striking  out  nine  pla.vers.  St.  Louis  and  Cleve- 
land broke  even  in  the  American  League  race,  putting  Cleveland 
out    of    the    running    for    the    championship.       Chicago    Americans 
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''  beat  Detroit  by  6  ta  I  anil  made  it  possit>le  for  them  to  win  the 
cha'uplonship  on   following   day   if   tliey   could    beat    Detroit     again 

G — Detroit  defeated  the  Chicago  Americans  l>y  the  score  of  7  to  0  and 
won  the  American  League  championship  on  the  Chicago  ground. 
The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  League  gave  their  de- 
cision in  the  protested  game  between  New  York  and  Chicago,  up- 
holding the  ruling  of  the  president  of  the  League  that  the  contest 
was  a  tie.  1  to  1.  A  concession  was  made  to  the  New  York  club 
in  that  the  clubs  were  ordered  to  pla.v  off  the  tie  on  a  date  sub- 
sequent   to    the    regular   ending   of    the    season. 

T^New  Y'ork  Nationals  won  the  third  successive  game  from  the 
Bostons  and  tied  the  Chicagos  for  first  place  in  the  National 
League  race.  Washington  won  a  double  header  from  New  York 
in  the  American  League.  Johnson  again  pitched  a  no-run  game 
against   the   New   York   team,    keeping   them   to   four   hits. 

S — Chicago  Nationals  arrived  in  New  York  and  beat  the  Giants  at 
the  I'olo  Ground  l).v  the  score  of  4  to  2  for  the  National  League 
championship.  Mathewson  and  AViltse  pitched  for  New  York  and 
Pfiestcr  and  Brown  for  Chicago.  Pfiester  was  taken  out  of  the 
game  in  the  first  inning  and  Mathewson  was  taken  out  in  the 
seventh  that  Doyle  might  bat  for  him.  All  the  runs  made  by 
Chicago  were  against  Mathewson  and  those  made  b.v  New  York 
■  were  divided  between  I^fiester  and  Brown.  The  ground  was  sur- 
rounded by  thousands  of  frenzied  spectators  eager  to  obtain  ad- 
mission. Fences  were  Ijattered  down  and  some  of  the  turbulent 
element  was  subdued  by  the  turning  a  stream  of  water  against 
them.  The  attendance  would  have  tjeen  greater  than  it  was  ex- 
cept for  the  orders  of  the  police  in  refusing  further  admission  to 
the  iield.  The  National  Commission  announced  that  the  games 
for  the  world's  championship  would  begin  in  Detroit  on  October 
10,  and  alternate  between  Detroit  and  Chicago  until  all  were 
played.  The  umpires  selected  wei'e  O'Da.v  and  Klem  of  the  Na- 
tional  League  and   Sheridan   and   Connolly  of   the  American  League. 

10 — Chicago  beat  Detroit  by  the  score  of  10  to  6  in  the  first  game 
for  the  world's  championship  at  Detroit.  The  pitchers  were  Reul- 
baeb.  Overall  and  Brown  for  Chicago,  and  Killian  and  Summers 
for    Detroit;    attendance    10,481;    rain   fell    tnrouehout   tbe    contest. 

11 — Chicago  beat  the  Detroits  in  the  second  game  for  the  world's 
championsbi])  at  Chicago  by  the  score  of  6  to  1.  The  pitchers 
were  Overall  and  Donovan.  Chicago  made  all  its  runs  in  the 
eighth  inning.  A  home  run.  a  triple,  three  singles,  a  doulile  and 
a  costly  wild  pitch  were  charged  against  Detroit  in  the  eighth; 
attendance   17,700. 

12 — Detroit  beat  the  Chicagos  in  the  third  game  of  the  world's  series 
at  Chicago  by  the  score  of  S  to  .3.  The  pitchers  w«re  Pfiester  and 
Beulhach  for  Chicago  and  JIullin  for  Detroit.  The  attendance  was 
14.543.  Pittsburg's  Base  Ball  club  purchased  a  new  field  in  Pitts- 
burg at  a  cost  of  $800,000,  Richard  Pearce,  former  well-known 
professional  player,  died  in  Boston  from  pneumonia. 

14 — Chicago  won  the  fourth  game  of  the  world's  championship  series 
fi-om  Detroit  on  the  bitter's  grounds  by  the  score  of  3  to  0. 
Summers  and  Winters  were  the  pitchers  for  Detroit,  and  Brown 
for  Chicago;  attendance  12.907.  This  was  the  last  game  of  the 
world's   series   in   which   the    players  shared   in   the   receipts. 

15 — Chicago  won  the  fifth  game  of  the  series  for  the  world's  cham- 
pionship from  the  Detroit  nine,  and  with  it  the  pennant  for  th>- 
second  time  in  succession;  attendance  6.210.  Donovan  pitched 
for  the  Detroits  and  Overall  for  the  Chicagos.  Base  Ball  writers 
foi'med  a  national  association  at  Detroit.  Joe  S.  Jackson  of 
Detroit  was  elected  president,  T.  H.  Murnane  of  Boston,  treasurer, 
and    I.    E.    Sanborn   of   Chicago,    secretary 

17 — "The  National  Commission  announced  the  suspension  of  the  players 
of  the  Chicago  American  League  club,  tlio  Washington  club,  and 
the  Minneapolis  club  for  participating  in  games  in  Chicago  with 
outlaw    organizations. 

18 — New  Y'ork  "fans"  gave  the  Giants  a  benefit  at  the  .\cadeniy  of 
Music.      The   aggregate    sum    netted    for    the    pla.vers    amounted    to 
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more  than  $3,600.  Chicagf  and  Detroit  played  an  exhibition  game 
at  Chicago,  which  was  woa  by  Detroit  by  the  score  of  7  to  3. 
In  field  day  events  Cobb  laid  down  a  bunt  and  ran  to  first  base 
in  3  1/5  seconds.  Cobb  ran  the  bases  in  13  7^8  seconds,  beating 
both  Evers  and  Winter.  Cobb  also  won  the  100  yards'  dash, 
Davy  Jones  was  second  and  Hofman  third.  Overall  won  the 
fungo  hitting  contest  with  a  long  fly  of  273  feet  6  inches.  Brown 
was  second.     Hofman  threw  338  feet  and  won  the  throwing  event. 

19 — I'layers  of  the  New  York  National  League  club  decided  that 
they  would  not  play  a  series  with  the  Detroit  club,  owing  to 
prior  engagements  by  important  members  of  the  team.  John 
T.  Brush  added  $10,000  to  the  Academy  of  Music  benefit  money, 
and   the   total   sum,    about   $15,000,    was   divided   pro   rata. 

2.3 — Weste  -n  Association  sold  the  franchises  of  the  Tppeka  and 
Wichita    clubs    to    the    Western    League    for    .$5,000. 

27 — Eastern  League  held  its  annual  meeting  in  New  York  and  decided 
to  continue  with  the  same  circuit  in  1909.  P.  T.  Powers  was 
re-elected  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  his  salary  was 
increased  to  $5,000,  as  a  testimonial  for  his  excellent  services. 
The  schedule  of  1909  was  increased  to  154  games.  The  Eastern 
League  decided  to  co-operate  with  the  American  Association  in 
the  effort  to  secure  from  the  National  Association  of  Minor  League 
clubs   a   higher   classification. 

SO — Edmund  Brown,  a  member  of  the  old  Eckfords  of  Williamsburg, 
died,    aged   71    years. 

NOVEMBER. 
5— Frank  J.  Farrell,  owner  of  the  New  York  American  League  club, 
announced  that  he  had  appointed  George  T.  Stallings  manager  of 
the  team  for  19u9  with  full  control.  The  National  Commission 
issued  a  statement  that  White,  Fiene,  Atz,  Purtell,  Smith,  Owen, 
Donokue,  Altrock  and  Roth  of  the  Chicago  American  League  club, 
had  rendered  themselves  ineligible  to  play,  because  they  had 
violated  the  rules  of  the  National  Commission  in  taking  part  in 
games  with  other  clubs  which  are  not  members  of  organized 
Base  Ball. 

11— It  was  announced  by  the  Brooklyn  club  that  P.  J.  Donovan, 
manager  of  the  team,  would  not  be  re-engaged  for  the  season  of 
1909.  An  offer  of  $10,000  was  made  by  Charles  Comiskey,  the 
owner  of  the  Chicago  American  League  club,  for  the  services  of 
Criger,  catcher  of  the  Boston  American  League  club,  but  the 
offer  was  refused.  Malachi  Kittredge  was  signed  to  act  as 
manager  of  the  Wilkes-Barre  club  for  the  season  of  1909.  Mem- 
bers of  the  American  Association  and  Eastern  League  clubs,  in 
armual  convention  with  the  members  of  the  National  Association 
of  Minor  Leagues,  withdrew  fmm  the  meeting  after  they  were 
refused  such  concessions  in  reclassification  of  the  club  members 
as  they  had  asked.  They  sought  to  have  the  Southern  League  and 
the  Western  League  reduced  to  Class  B  in  order  that  they  might 
find  a  wider  field  for  the  drafting  of  players.  Refused  in  that 
they  asked  permission  to  withdraw  from  the  National  Association 
in  order  that  the.v  might  hold  a  consultation  with  the  members 
of  the  major  league.  This,  too,  was  refused.  Wichita  and  Topeka 
were  made  members  of  the  Western  League,  increasing  that  or- 
ganization  from   six   clubs   to  eight. 

17 — The  franchise  of  the  Tecumseh,  Mich.,  club  was  sold  to  Charles  D. 
Cassell  of  Newcastle,  Pa.,  for  $2,000.  The  Brandon  club  of 
Canada  was  fined  $250  for  playing  Ford,  a  catcher,  who  belonged 
to  the  Philadelphia  American  League  club.  The  National  Cjjm- 
mission  said  neither  Ford  nor  the  club  had  any  excuse  to  offer 
which    could     stand.      Ford     was     placed    on     the     ineligible    list. 

18 — Base  Ball  owners  of  the  Eastern  League  and  of  the  American 
Association  met  at  Buffalo  and  formulated  a  series  of  requests 
to  be  placed  before  the  National  Commission  by  a  committee  of 
members  composed  of  P.  T.  Powers,  Edward  Hanlon,  C.  T. 
Chapin  and  Walter  O'Mara  of  the  Eastern  League  and  Joseph 
O'Brien,    George   Tebeau,    W.    H.    Watkins   and   C.    S.    Havenor   of 
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the  American  Association.  The  committee  T^as  notiflt"!  to  meet 
thv.'  National  Commission  in  New  Yorls  on  December  T  witli  tlie 
endeavor  to  gain  more  liberal  treatment  in  Base  Ball.  The  Tri- 
State  Leagne  adopted  a  salary  limit  of  $2,500  a  month.  The 
monthly  iia.v  of  any  individual  player  was  limited  to  ><-'25.  Eastou 
and  York  were  applicants  for  franchises.  The  New  England  League 
met  at  Boston.  The  playing  season  of  1909  was  extended  to  126 
games.    D.  F.  Clohecy  of  the  Haverhill  chib  was  made  a  life  member. 

26 — A.  G.  Spalding  announced  that  he  would  present  the  University 
of  Chicago  with  his  private  Base  Ball  library,  and  also  with  that 
of  the  late  Henry  Chadwick  and  the  late  Harry  Wright. 

2" — Bliss,  St.  Louis  National  League  catcher,  declared  ineligible  by 
the  National  Commission  for  playing  with   a   suspended   player. 

DECEMBER. 

1 — John  J.  McCloskey,  former  St.  Louis  National  League  manager, 
was  made   manager   of   the   Milwaukee  club. 

5 — P.  H.  Murphy,  pitcher  for  the  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  team,  died  In 
Leominster,    Mass.,    of   pneumonia. 

6 — The  American  Association  and  the  Eastern  League  held  a  meeting 
in  New  York,  at  which  plans  were  made  to  place  their  petition 
for  relief  before   the   National  Commission. 

7 — .\t  National  Leagne  headquarters  in  New  Y'ork,  P.  T.  Powars, 
president  of  the  Eastern  League;  J.  D.  O'Brien,  president  of  the 
American  Association,  and  Henry  Killilea,  attorney  for  the  Class 
A  clubs,  presented  a  petition  to  the  National  Commission,  asking 
that  they  Ije  granted  the  i)rivileges  of  a  separate  organization 
under  the  National  Agreement.  D.  M.  Shively,  J.  H"  Farrell, 
.Tames  H.  O'Rourke,  T.  H.  Murnane,  and  M.  H.  Sexton,  of  the 
National  Association,  were  present  and  heard  the  argument.  The 
National  Association  asked  until  the  following  Wednesday  morn- 
ing to  make   reply,    which   was  granted. 

8 — Members  of  the  National  League,  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria  in  New 
Y'ork,  re-elected  Harry  C.  Pulliam,  president  of  the  organization, 
and  John  A.  Heydler,  secretary  and  treasurer.  The  championship 
was  formally  voted   to  the  Chicago  club  for  1908. 

9 — American  League  meeting  held  in  New  York.  Charles  W.  Somers 
was  re-elected  vice-president,  and  the  St.  Lonis.  Detroit.  Phila- 
delphia and  Washin^on  clubs  were  appointed  to  the  Board  of 
Directors.  A  committee  from  the  Class  A  clubs  of  the  National 
Association  called  upon  both  the  National  and  the  American 
Leagues  with  a  request  to  be  permitted  to  operate  independently 
of  the  National  Association.  It  was  finally  decided  to  postpone 
the  matter  for  a  further  hearing  before  the  National  Commission 
at  Cincinnati,  January  4.  The  championship  was  formally  voted 
to  the  Detroit  club. 
10 — A  joint  conference  of  the  American  League  and  the  National 
League  was  held  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria  in  New  York  for  the 
first  time  since  the  adoption  of  the  new  National  Agreement.

Louis  American  League  club,  with  a  bonus  of  $5.0ii0  offered  b.y 
St.  Loai.5.  The  National  League  voted  to  make  up  whatever  sum 
was  necessary  to  complete  the  fund  for  a  monument  to  Henry 
Chadwick,  the  "Father  of  Base  Ball." 
11 — Harry  C.  Pulliam,  president  of  the  National  League,  made  public 
his  charge  that  attempts  had  been  made  to  bribe  Umpires  Klem 
and  Johnstone  prior  to  the  last  game  of  the  season,  played  on 
the  Polo  Ground  between  the  Chicago  and  the  New  Y'ork  clubs. 
12 — The  New  York  National  League  club  traded  Bresnahan  to  St. 
Louis,  to  act  as  manager  of  the  National  League  club  in  that 
city.  St.  Loiis  gave  to  New  York  pitcher  Raymond,  and  out- 
fielder Murray,  and  to  Cincinnati  pitcher  Karger,  and  either  Lush, 
or  Fromme,  pitchers.  Cincinnati  gave  Ne.v  Y'ork  catcher  Schlel. 
All   trades  were   contingent  upon  each   other. 

13 — Harry  C.  Pulliam.  National  I^eague  president,  and  B.  B.  Johnson, 
American  League  president,  started  for  California  to  try  to 
bring   the  outlaw  league   into  line.

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World's  Championship  Records 

The  post-season  series  of  Base  Ball  games,  now  known  as  the  "  World's 
Championship  Series,"  really  had  their  inception  in  October,  1884,  when 
contests  were  arranged  between  the  Providence  club,  the  National  League 
Champions,  and  the  Metropolitan  club  of  New  York,  American  Associa- 
tion Champions.  No  series  was  played  in  189L  In  1892  the  National 
League  season  was  divided  into  two  parts,  Boston  winning  the  first  half 
and  Cleveland  the  seeond.  In  the  play-off  Boston  won.  There  were  no 
games  in  1893,  and  in  1894  a  new  series  was  inaugurated — the  Temple  Cup 
series— for  contests  between  the  two  leading  clubs  in  the  National  League. 
This  series  continued  up  to  1898,  when  it  was  discontinued,  and  no  further 
post-season  championship  games  were  held  until  1903,  when  the  National 
and  American  League  winners — Pittsburg  and  Boston— met.  In  1904  no 
games  were  played,  but  in  1905  they  were  resumed  under  the  auspices  of 
the  National  Commission,  under  whose  supervision  they  have  since  been 
held.    The  following  is  the  record  up  to  date  :

The  ahove  group  is  executed  in  bronze,  the  fisrures  being  IS  inches 
high,  and  was  presented  to  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  of 
Greater  New  York  by  Mr.  A.  G.  Spalding  as  a  perpetual  trophy  for 
annual  competition  between  the  elementary  schools  of  Greater  New 
York,  the  winning  school  to  have  custody  of  the  statuette  for  one 
year.  In  the  first  competition,  held  in  1905,  10.3  schools  were 
entered,  the  winner  being  Public  School  46,  Manhattan.  Public 
School  10,  Brooklyn,  won  In  1906  and  again  in  1907;  Public  School 
No.  9  of  Brooklyn  won  it  in  1908.  A  similar  trophy  was  presented 
by  Mr.   Spalding  to  the  Cleveland  Public  Schools  League. 
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Extracts  from  Mr.  A.  G.  Spalding's 
Address 

On  the  occasion  of  the  presentation  of  the  Spalding  ''Play  Ball"  Trophy 

to  the  winners  of  the  Elementary  Base  Ball  Championship 

of  Greater  Neiv    York,  at  Public  School    No.   9, 

Brooklyn,  October  9,  1908. 

I  congratulate  the  I'rincipal  of  this  school  in  being  at  the 
head  of  an  institution  that  has  made  such  marlfed  advance  in 
athletics  during  the  tirst  year  of  its  introduction  into  the 
furriculuru  of  this  school.  1  congratulate  the  team  in  winning 
the  Elementary  School  Base  Ball  Championship  of  Greater  New 
York  for  1908,  and  I  also  congratulate  the  scholars  of  thia 
school  who  aided  in  this  result  by  tlicir  loyalty  and  enthusiasm. 

Vou  went  through  the  hard  practice  work"  that  is  so  essen- 
tial to  tinal  success :  you  played  and  won  out  in  the  prelimi- 
naries, in  the  semi-tinals  and  in  the  final  game.  You  have 
tasted  the  joys  of  victory  ;  you  have  had  your  celebrationg 
on  the  field  and  in  a  few  moments  you  will  receive  the  emblem 
of  victory,  and  then  the  games  and  the  celebrations  of  1908 
will  become  things  of  the  past,  but  Public  School  No.  9  will 
continue  to  appear  in  the  Base  Ball  records  as  the  champion* 
of   1908. 

Now  let  us  consider  some  of  the  lessons  that  this  Base  Ball 
championship  lias  taught. 

Your  Principal  has  just  related  to  me  this  incident  with 
which   I   know  you  are  all   familiar. 

lie  said  that  just  previous  to  one  of  your  final  games  your 
brilliant  pitcher  had  flunked  some  of  his  studies  and  in  conse- 
quence had  received  such  a  low  scholarship  mark  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  of  the  Public  Schools  Athle.ic  League,  made  him 
ineligible  to  pitch  for  his  team  in  this  important  game.  No 
doubt  the  pitcher  was  chagrined,  his  team-mates  discouraged, 
and  the  scholars  of  this  school  almost  panic-stricken.  I  can 
imagine  the  pressure  that  was  brought  to  bear  on  your  Prin- 
cipal to  induce  him  to  reverse  his  ruling  and  overlook  thii 
pitcher's  disqualifying  scholarship  mark.  I  can  imagine  th« 
scholars  of  this  school,  almost  with  tears  in  their  eyes,  arguing 
for  a  reinstatement  of  this  popular  young  pitcher,  and  no  doubt 
your  Principal  was  given  plainly  to  understand  that  if  he  did 
not  relent  and  change  his  ruling,  the  forthcoming  game  would 
be  lost,   and  with  it   probably   the  championship. 

No  doubt  your  Principal  sympathized  with  you  in  your  alarm 
about  the  loss  of  that  game,  and  his  emotions  may  have  been 
strained  by  your  tears,  but  he  had  a  duty  to  perform  ;  he  was 
acting  in  "the  capacity  of  a  judge :  the  pitcher  had  violated 
the  eligibility  rules,  and  his  final  decision  was  that  your 
popular  pitcher  could  not  appear  in  that  game,  and  as  you  all 
suspected,  that  particular  game  was  lost  by  the  team  of  this 
school. 

No  doubt  a  spirit  of  gloom  settled  over  this  school  for  the 
time  being,  and  it  is  equally  certain  that  a  spirit  of  deter- 
mination took  hold  of  your  pitcher.  Fie  applied  himself  to  his 
studies  and  before  the  next  and  final  game  he  acquired  the 
necessary  scholarship  mark  :  appeared  in  the  pitcher's  position 
In  the  final  game,  which  was  won  by  this  school,  and  with  It 
the  Championship  of  Greater  New  York. 
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Here  is  a  splendid  illustration  of  one  of  the  many  lessons 
that  are  taught  on  the  athletic  field  and  shows  the  practical 
benefit   of  a   League  of   this   kind. 

Apply  this  and  similar  lessons  which  abound  in  athletic 
sports  and  you  have  gone  a  long  way  toward  solving  many 
of  the  more  serious  problems  of  life.  This  is  a  children's  age 
and  it  is  an  'athletic  age,  and  if  these  two  ages  can  in  some 
way  be  welded  together,  humanity  can  look  forward  to  better 
things,  better  manhood,  better  womanhood,  and  better  citizen- 
ship. 

Your  great-grandfathers  knew  nothing  of  athletic  sport  as  it 
is  now  understood.  Your  grandfathers  got  an  inkling  of  its 
coming.  Your  fathers'  youth  was  spent  in  a  growing  athletic 
atmosphere,  but  your  generation  is  basking  in  the  sunshine 
of  athletic  sport  in  its  highest  sense.  The  parent  now  en- 
courages his  children  in  their  natural  love  of  athletic  sports, 
and  the  advanced  educators  of  the  day  now  recognize  the  great 
importance  of  clean  athletic  sports,  not  only  as  a  physical 
benefit,  but  a  mental  and  moral  benefit  as  well. 

There  is  born  in  every  boy  and  girl  an  intense  love  of  play, 
and  as  athletic  sport  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  organized 
play,  tbex-e  is  a  natural  and  inborn  love  of  athletics  in  its 
various  forms  which  nothing  can  extinguish. 

I  consider  the  recently  organized  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  of  Greater  New  York  as  the  most  remarkable  athletic 
organization  in  the  world,  for  I  know  of  no  institution  that 
has  higher  athletic  ideals  and  none  other  that  has  athletic 
jurisdiction  over  300.000  school   children. 

This  Public  School  Athletic  League — a  pioneer  in  its  par- 
ticular field — was  organized  in  this  city  late  in  1903,  and 
commenced  its  activities  in  1904.  Its  phenomenal  success  in 
directing  the  athletic  activities  of  the  public  school  children  of 
Greater  New  York  have  caused  similar  organizations  to  spring 
up  in  other  cities.  The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  move- 
ment marks  an  epoch  in  American  sports  and  is  worthy  of  the 
most  enthusiastic  support,  not  only  by  parents,  teachers  and 
advanced  educators,  but  more  especially  by  the  present  genera- 
tion of  boys  and  girls  to  whom  it  means  so  much.

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The  Study  of  Figures 

To  most  persons  the  simple  statement  that  ''twice  two  make 
lour"  is  a  drj'  maxim,  witli  uo  necessity  for  dispute,  because  it 
Is  an  accepted  fact  the  world  over.  They  look  at  the  figures 
with  as  little  interest  as  a  Hottentot  might  look  at  them,  un- 
less by  some  chance  their  significance  is  personal.  If  twice  two 
should  mean  double  rations  for  the  casual  reader  of  the  figures, 
lie  would  be   likely   to  give  them  a   second  glance. 

Somewhat  similar  interest  attaches  to  the  figures  of  per- 
centage averages  in  Base  Ball.  Not  only  do  they  stand  as  a 
certain  rating,  which  attache.s  to  the  player  to  whom  they  are 
•credited,  but  they  bring  with  them  a  flood  of  personal  memories, 
which  -without   that  urging,   might  remain  dormant  for  years. 

When  one  reads,  for  instance,  the  records  of  such  veterans 
as  A.  G.  Spalding,  George  Wright,  Ross  Barnes,  and  scores 
more  of  others  who  might  be  cited,  the  first  impulse  is  to  recall 
some  particular  play  or  game  in  which  one  of  them  took  part, 
and  the  next  to  note  whether  Base  Ball  of  the  present  is  up  to 
the  standard  which  was  set  by  the  pioneers  of  the  sport.  It  is 
almost   impossible   to    feel   otherwise. 

Somebody  mentions  the  fact  that  John  Smith  batted  so  and 
so  in  a  certain  year,  and  everybody  at  once  is  able  to  form  a 
fair  estimate  of  Smith's  value  to  his  club  in  that  particular 
season.  So  soon  as  Smith's  case  is  mentioned  it  is  reasonably 
certain  that  another  will  bring  up  the  figures  of  Brown,  another 
of  Jones,  and  so  it  will  go  almost  indefinitely,  the  enthusiast 
of  the  sport  fixing  to  some  degree  his  keenest  enjoyment  of  the 
game  upon  the  dry  and  absolutely  realistic  combination  of  a  few 
matter-of-fact  figures. 

So  infatuated  do  some  become  with  the  study  of  comparative 
analysis  of  ball  players,  through  the  medium  of  figures,  that 
they  devote  hours  to  the  tables  which  are  presented  in  this 
Tolume  of  statistics.  They  have  averages  at  their  t<jngue's 
ends  and  they  revel  in  them.  They  can  recall  that  such  and 
such  a  player  of  a  decade  past  batted  at  such  an  avei-age  and 
fielded  at  such  an  average,  and  will  be  able  to  name  those 
players  of  the  present  whom  they  consider  to  be  in  this  man's 
class. 

There  is  also  a  keen  rivalry  which  attaches  to  figures.  The 
player  who  can  make  an  average  in  one  year  which  is  higher 
than  that  of  the  year  before  will  not  be  slow  in  calling  the 
attention  of  his  manager  to  the  improvement  of  his  work.  No 
matter  how  much  that  manager  may  pretend  to  scoff  at  the 
value   of    Base   Ball,    as    rated    by    figures,    he    experiences    some

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satisfaction  that  the  player  takes  pride  in  his  work,  as  his 
standing  is  improved. 

Another  rivalry  is  that  between  players.  It  is  not  so  in- 
tense with  some  as  it  is  with  others.  Those  who  live  for 
averages  alone  are  likely  not  to  be  the  best  ball  players  in  the 
world,  but  those  who  strive  with  all  their  might  and  also 
make  a  satisfactory  record,  are  usually  the  players  who  re- 
ceive the,  highest  salaries. 

One  of  the  greatest  values  of  figures  in  Base  Ball  is  that 
to  date  they  are  the  only  really  useful  mediums  which  we  have 
to  record  the  past  in  space  as  much  condensed  as  possible.  To 
begin  with  the  earliest  days  of  Base  Ball  and  attempt  to  give 
each  player  a   rating  in  words  would   fill    volumes. 

With  the  aid  of  figures,  however,  it  is  possible  to  place  in  a 
comparatively  few  pages,  within  the  reach  of  everybody,  such 
a  record  of  these  great  leagues  of  ours  as  is  easily  understood 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land.  By  the  use  of 
these  iigure-records  it  is  also  possible  to  perpetuate  the  names 
•of  those  splendid  men  who,  from  time  to  time,  have  been  the 
builders  of   our  great   national   sport. 

Every  player,  young  or  experienced,  who  takes  part  in  the 
game,  is  eager  to  leave  behind  him  something  which  the  future 
shall  record  to  his  favor.  A  few  simple  figures  may  tell  it  all, 
and  as  succeeding  generations  take  their  places  in  the  game, 
they  find  spread  before  them  an  epitome  of  the  deeds  of  those 
who  have  gone  before. 

So  the  study  of  figures,  after  all,  has  come  to  be  one  of  the 
most  interesting  phases  of  Base  Ball,  and  many  and  many  a 
good  story  is  recalled  of  the  past,  when  the  time  is  taken  to 
delve  into  those  records  which  have  been  indelibly  traced  where 
all  men  may  read.

At  Seattle,  on  Ijabor  Day,  Holm,  the  Spokane  pitcher,  was  in  the  box 
for  two  games  and  shut  out  the  home  team  withmit  a  run.  In  the  first 
game,  which  was  an  eleven  inning  contest,  he  allowed  only  three  hits, 
the  score  being  1-0;  in  the  second  game  he  did  even  better,  only  two 
of  the  Seattle  players  getting  credit  for  a  hit  apiece.  He  gave  only 
one  base  on  balls  and  struck  out  twelve  men.  Not  a  Seattle  player  got 
past  first  base. 

On  September  27,  at  Tacoma.  the  Spokane  and  Tacoma  teams  played 
three  consecutive  games,  the  home  team  winning  the  three  by  the  scores 
of  4 — 1.  7 — 0,  7 — 3.  The  last  game  was  stopped  by  darkness  in  the 
eighth  inning.  The  only  other  case  on  record  in  organized  Base  Ball 
where  three  games  have  been  played  in  one  day  by  the  same  clulis  is 
that  of  Brooklyn  vs.  Pittsburg,  in  the  National  League,  on  September 
1,   1890,  when  Brooklyn  won  all   three.

Barberich  of  Worcester  led  the  pitchers  in  assists,  having  200  in  37 
games. 

Barton,  who  played  with  Haverhill  and  Lynn,  led  in  sacrifice  hitting, 
making    50   sacrifices  in   125  games. 

On  May  27,  at  Worcester,  O'Toole  of  Lynn  pitched  a  no-hlt-no-run 
game,  only  two  of  the  home  team  reaching  first  base,  one  on  a  pass,  and 
the  other  on  an  error. 

Maybohm  of  Lawrence  pitched  a  fifteen-inning  game  against  Lynn  on 
June  27,  at  Lawrence.  He  allowed  Lynn  but  four  hits  and  scored  the 
only  run  of  the  game  himself. 

Ort,  who  played  at  first  base  and  in  the  outfield  for  Lynn,  participated 
in  the  greatest  number  of  games,  129,  out  of  the  130  played  by  his 
club.     Lynn  also  played   more  games   than  any  other  team. 

Worcester  is  now  a  three-time  winner,  under  .Jesse  Burkett's  guidance, 
but  has  yet  to  equal  Villi  River's  quadruple  win  in  the  years  1893-4-5-6. 
The  only  other  triple  winner  in  the  New  England  League's  eighteen 
years  of  existence  was  Portland,  which  carried  off  the  honors  in  1899- 
1900-1901. 

Five  playerb  batted  better  than  .300  in  1908 — Catterson  of  Brockton, 
now  with  the  Brooklyn  National  League  team,  with  .327;  Gardner  of 
Lynn,  with  .305;  Beard  of  Lowell,  Mclnnis  of  Haverhill  and  Boardmaa 
of  Haverhill  each  had  .301.  Boardman  led  in  two-base  hits  in  1908, 
having  32. 

In  a  sixteen-inning  game  between  New  Bedford  and  Lynn  on  July  21, 
at  Lynn,  Robinson,  who  pitched  the  entire  sixteen  innings  for  New  Bed- 
ford, won  his  own  game  in  the  last  inning  by  knocking  out  a  three- 
bagger  with  two  men  on  bases.  The  score  was  3 — 1.  A  double-header 
had  been  scheduled  for  the  day,   but   the  second  one  was  postponed. 

Flynn  of  Lawrence  led  the  league  in  stolen  bases,  having  76  to  his 
credit.  He  also  scored  the  greatest  number  of  runs,  92  in  128  games; 
Barrow  of  New  Bedford  was  second,  scoring  78  runs  in  125  games.  Billy 
Hamilton's  record  of  113  runs  in  113  games,  when  he  led  the  Haverhill 
winners  in  1904,  was  not  approached,  however.  Hamilton  was  up  among 
the  leaders  again  last  season  with  63  runs  in  85  games.  He  also  made 
87  hits. 

Lawrence,  the  runner-up  in  the  race,  had  the  greatest  number  of  home 
runs  to  its  credit,  21,  although  in  club  batting  the  team  was  next  to 
last.  The  figures  show  that  good  base  running  was  a  big  factor  in 
attaining  second  position,  as  the  two  leading  base  stealers  of  the  league, 
Flynn  and  Harter,  belonged  to  that  team,  stealing  between  them  12* 
bases.  Flynn  also  held  the  league's  record  for  greatest  niimtier  of  runs, 
scored,  while  Harter  was  tied  for  third  place  with  Messenger  of  Fall 
River   with   47   runs.

Tie  first  triple  play  ever  made  on  the  Altoona  grounds  was  pulled  off 
in  the  Altoona-Johnstown  same  of  May  26. 

In  six  games  that  Coveleski  of  Lancaster  pitched  on  the  hc3ie  grounds 
in   the  early   part   of  June  he  struck   out   forty-nine   men. 

Three  old  major  league  players  were  on  the  Harrisburg  team  during 
the  past  season — Huelsman,  Sebrlng  and  Selbach.  They  followed  each 
other  in   the  batting  order. 

Wilmingtcn  won  a  great  18-inning  game  from  Trenton  at  Wilmington 
on  the  afternoon  of  July  4.  It  was  a  pitchers'  battle  between  Pophani 
of  Wilmington  and   Mattern  of  Trenton.     The  score  was  2 — 1. 

At  Lancafter  on  June  30,  Coveleski  of  Lancaster  pitched  in  both  games 
of  a  double-header  between  Trenton  and  Lancaster  and  won  them  both. 
In  the  second  game  he  allowed  Trenton  but  one  hit.  He  struck  out 
seven  in  the  first  game  and  six  in   the  second. 

No  less  than  thirteen  players  batted  above  the  .300  mark  last  season  in 
this  league  Gordon  of  Harrisburg  led  with  the  fine  average  of  .394  in 
20  games;  Wolverton  of  Williamsport  batttd  .349  in  125  games;  Huelsman, 
Harrisburg,  .338  in  128  games,  and  Cree,  Williamsport,  now  with  the 
New  York   Americans,    .332  in  92  games. 

At  Wilmington  on  May  1,  in  a  game  between  Johnstown  and  Wil- 
mington, Kroh,  the  Johnstown  pitcher,  shut  his  opponents  out  without  a 
hit  in  ten  innings.  He  also  struck  out  eleven  men  and  gave  but  two 
bases  on  balls.  .I'ackson.  for  Wilmington,  pitched  good  ball  also,  but 
five  hits  being  gleaned  off  his  delivery,  and  he  did  not  pass  a  man.  The 
score  was  1 — 0. 

In  the  games  of  June  16  and  17,  at  Altoona,  between  Reading  and 
Altoona,  double-headers  tieing  played  on  both  days,  the  first  game  of  each 
day  was  an  extra  inning  affair.  On  the  first  day  it  took  Altoona  fifteen 
innings  to  defeat  Reading,  with  Reisling  pitching  for  the  home  team, 
and  on  the  second  day  Reading  won  out  in  the  fourteenth  inning,  with  ' 
Emerson  pitching.     The  scores  were  2 — 1  and  4—3.

Fourteen  games  won,  two  tie  games  and  not  one  lost  is  the  remark- 
able record  of  the  Richmond  twjrler,  Quinn.  A  percentage  of  l.OOO  for 
as  many  games  is  ver.v  seldom  seen. 

Walsh  of  Danville,  a  brother  of  the  famous  Ed  Walsh  of  the  White 
Sox,  was  second  in  the  league's  pitching  honors.  Out  of  forty  games 
pitched  he  scored  30  wins,   lost  9   and  tied   1. 

Pitcher  Morrissey  of  Roanoke  has  played  every  position,  except 
catcher,  on  that  team.  He  also  pitched  in  two  games  where  only  twenty- 
nine  and  thirty-one  men  faced  him,   respectivel.v. 

The  following  no-hlt  games  were  pla.ved  in  the  league  last  season: 
Schuman  of  Lynchburg  vs.  Roanoke,  April  25;  Loos  of  Danville  vs.  Nor- 
folk,  July   15,   and   Quinn   of   Richmond   vs.   Norfolk,    August  28.

On  May  18  Pitcher  Friend  of  the  Columbia  team  pitched  a  no-hit  game 
against  Augusta,  winning  b.v  1^0. 

In  sacrittce  hits,  Bierman  of  Augusta  led  with  44,  closely  pressed  by 
Lewis  of  Macon  with  41. 

X'itcher  Salve  of  Columbia  on  July  24  shut  out  Jacksonville  without 
a  hit. 

Pitcher  P.  Sitton  of  Augusta  on  August  3  shut  out  Columbia  without  a 
hit.     Only  twenty-eight  men  faced  him. 

Pitcher  V.  Sitton  of  Jacksonville  on  August  1  shut  out  Macon  without 
a  hit.     Only  twenty-nine  men  faced  him. 

P.  Sittnn,  the  Augusta  pitcher,  shut  out  Jacksonville  in  both  games  of 
a  tlouble-header  on  August  7  at  Augusta. 

Pitcher  Sitton  of  Augusta  on  May  9  held  Savannah  to  one  scratch  hit. 
yet  lost  his  game,  1 — 0,  on  a  base  on  balls,  a  steal,  an  out  and  a  wild 
pitch. 

In  the  eleven  inning  0 — 0  game  of  May  19  between  Charleston  and  Jack- 
sonvlllo,  Pitcher  Viebahn  held  Jacksonville  to  two  hits,  and  I'itcher  Sitton 
held  Charleston  to  four  hits. 

Only  two  men  reached  the  .300  mark  in  this  league  in  1908 — Murdock  of 
Macon  batting  .302  and  Di'.xter  of  Augusta  an  even  .300.  Murdock  also 
led  in  base  hits,   having  140  in  120  games. 

Jacksonville  played  in  good  form  throughout  the  season,  for  in  addition 
to  winning  the  pennant,  with  a  lead  of  107  points  over  its  nearest  com- 
petitor— Savannah— it  also  led  in  both   team  batting   and   team  tielding. 

Pelkey  of  Savannah  led  in  stolen  bases,  with  59,  closel.v  followed  by 
Chandler  of  Jacksonville  with  56,  who  was  just  one  better  than  Ball  of 
Charleston,   who  had  55. 

In  run-getting  Bigbee  of  Columbia  and  McMahon  of  Columbia  and 
Augusta  tied  for  first  honors  with  55  each.  Viola  and  Chandler,  both  of 
Jacksonville,   had  54  and  53,   respectively. 

Manager  Dexter  of  Augusta  made  four  hits  out  of  four  times  at  bat  in 
a  game  between  Savannah  and  Augusta  on  June  5,  one  of  the  hits  being 
the  longest  ever  seen  on  the  Augusta  grounds. 

.Tacksonville,  on  June  25,  made  15  runs  (7  in  one  inning  and  6  in  an- 
other) and  19  safe  hits  off  Pitchers  Clark  ar.d  Lewis  of  Macon.  Shortstop 
McMillan  made  five  hits  in  five  times  at  bat. 

On  July  14,  at  Savannah,  in  a  double-header  between  Savannah  rnd 
Columbia,  the  latter  did  not  score  a  run  in  21  innings — 13  Innings  in  the 
first  game  and  8  in  the  last.  Hixon  and  Hoff  were  the  pitchers  for 
Savannah  and   Volz  and  Welsher  twirled  for  Columbia. 

At  Columbia,  on  June  26,  was  played  the  record  game  of  the  season. 
For  sixteen  innings  I'itchers  Salve  of  Columbi.i  and  Keiber  of  Savannah 
battled,  the  former  having  slightl.v  the  best  of  the  pitching.  Both  were 
well  supported.  In  the  sixteenth  two  singles  and  a  wild  throw  gave  the 
game  to  Columbia.  The  score  was  1—0.  Sal\e  struck  out  10  men  and 
allowed  but  three  hits.  Five  double  plays  were  pulled  off  in  the  course 
of  the  game,   three  by  Columbia  and  two  by  Savannah.

Four  players  passed  the  .300  mile  post  in  190S — Salm,  Fort  Wortl 
with  .304;  Griggs,  San  Antonio,  with  .303;  Maloney,  Dallas,  with  .30 
and  Westerzil,   San   Antonio,  with  .301. 

Houston  and  Galveston  had  a  tifteeu  inning  contest  on  May  21  th; 
had  the  spectators  on  edge,  until  the  Galveston  team  made  two  rui 
that  settled  the  contest.  Hise  pitched  for  Galveston  and  Hester  f( 
Houston. 

The  Texas  League  had  the  honor  of  furnishing  the  leading   batsman 
the    American    League    for    1908,    Criss    of   St.    Louis,    who    formerly    \\i 
with    Cleburne.      Owen   Wilson,    the    Pittsburg    right    fielder,    played    wil 
Fort  Worth   in  1907. 

Shreveport  and  San  Antonio  battled  for  fifteen  Innings  on  August 
at  Shreveport,  with  no  better  result  than  a  tie,  darkness  causing  tl 
game  to  be  called  at  the  expiration  of  that  period.  Neither  team  seort 
up  to  the  eighth  inning,  when  each  made  one  run,  after  which  there  wi 
no  more  scoring.  Winehell  pitched  for  San  Antonio  and  Ray  for  Shrev 
port.  Collins  had  a  monopoly  of  the  base  stealing,  getting  away  wil 
three. 

San  Antonio  and  Dallas  had  an  exciting  race  to  within  ten  days 
the  finish,  when  San  Antonio  pulled  out  and  won,  after  taking  eightet 
straight  games.

San  Antonio  had  some  heavy  hitters  on  the  team.  Newaiam  led  tl 
league  in  home  runs,  18;  Griggs  had  12  three-baggers,  Collins  0, 
Sto/all  and  Newnam  8  each;  Collins  and  Newnam  were  tlie  chief  tias 
stealers  of  the  team,  the  former  being  the  second  best  in  the  Icacui 
with  68,  and  the  latter  had  63.  In  sacrifice  hits  Leidy  was  tied  wit 
Nance  of  Waco  for  the  greatest  number  in  the  league,  37,  while  MarkU 
was  second  with  31.  In  number  of  runs  scored  San  Antonio  also  k 
Collins  having  113  in  141  games,  while  Newnam  was  second  with  106 
147  games.

The  Interstate  League,  which  opened  its  championship  season  on  May  13, 
closed  on  June  7,   owing  to  bad  weather  and  other  causes. 

Pitcher  Varner  of  Franklin  on  June  3  shut  out  Erie  with  one  hit.  At 
the  same  time   pitcher  Mullen  held  Franklin  to  one   run   and  three  hits. 

Only  seven  men  stole  ten  or  more  bases  during  the  season,  Traynor  of 
Warren  leading  with  16,  with  Willoughby  of  Franklin  a  close  second 
with  15. 

According  to  the  averages  three  men  batted  .400  and  over  and  five  over 
.300  in  this  league  during  its  brief  career.  The  .400  men  were  Weimer, 
.461;   Sweeney,   .447,   and  McDonald,   .400,   all  of  Olean. 

Weimer  of  Olean  led  in  base  hits  with  30  in  eighteen  games  to  his 
credit,  and  also  was  lirst  in  home  runs  with  three.  Price,  another  Olean 
player,   scored  the  most  runs  In  the  league,   having  27  in  eighteen  games.

Catches  Base  Ball 

Dropped  from 

Washington 

Monument 

One  of  the  unusual  feats  of  the 
year  was  the  catching  of  a  Base  Ball 
dropped  from  a  window  at  the  top  of 
the  Washington  Monument.  The 
player,  who  succeeded  where  others 
have  failed,  was  Charles  E.  Street, 
catcher  of  the  Washington  club. 

Ten  times  the  ball  was  dropped  to 
Street,  but  he  failed  to  get  it.  Then 
it  was  pitched  out,  and  not  dropped, 
and  on  the  thirteenth  attempt  he 
gauged  the  flight  of  the  ball  suc- 
cessfully and  held  it. 


The  ball  did  not  drop  in 
a  straight  flight,  which  he 
attributed  to  the  wind  that 
was  blowing.  It  fell  a  dis- 
tance of  505  feet,  and  when 
it  reached  his  hands  it 
is  estimated  that  it  was 
traveling  at  a  velocity  of 
161  feet  a  second.  The 
sound  of  the  ball  hitting 
the  glove  was  so  loud  that 
it  was  plainly  heard  by  the 
man  at  the  top  of  the 
monument  who  was  drop- 
ping  the    ball    to    Street.

NATIONAL  LEAGUE. 

At  the  anuua!  meeting  of  the  National  League  of  Base  Ball  Clubs, 
which  was  held  iu  New  Vork  City  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria  beginning 
Tuesday,  December  8,  Harry  C.  I'uUiam  was  re-elected  president  of 
the  organization,  and  John  A.  Heydler  was  re-elected  secretary  and 
treasurer.  The  same  Board  of  Directors  that  officiated  in  1908  was 
re-elected.  The  board  is  aade  up  of  George  B.  Dovey,  Boston;  Charles 
H.  Ebbets,  Broolslyn;  Barney  Dreyfus,  Pittsburg;  August  Hermann, 
Cincinnati,    and   Charles    W.    Murphy,    Chicago. 

All  matter  in  reference  to  the  amendment  of  the  rules  and  in  regard 
to  the  playing  season  of  1909  was  referred  to  the  adjourned  meeting 
of   the  League,    to  be  held   in  Chicago  in  February,   19<.)9. 

President  Pulliam  announced  at  the  meeting  that  two  of  his 
umpires — William  J.  Klem,  residing  in  New  York  City,  and  J.  E. 
■Johnstone,  residing  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  reported  to  him  after  the 
final  game  of  the  season  of  1908  at  the  Polo  Grounds  in  New  York, 
between  the  Chicago  and  the  New  York  clubs,  that  some  parties  had 
approached  them  prior  to  rhe  contest  in  reference  to  securing  dishonest 
decisions  on  the  field.  Ibe  president  announced  that  one  of  the 
umpires  knew  the  names  of  the  alleged  bribers,  but  that  to  the  other 
umpire  they  were  strangers.  It  was  stated  that  those  who  were 
supposed  to  be  guilty  had  nothing  to  do  iu  any  way  with  organized 
Base  Ball.  A  committee  was  appointed  of  John  T.  Brush,  chairman; 
Charles  H.  Ebbets.  August  Herrmann,  and  President  Pulliam  to 
prosecute  the  investigation.  If  sufficient  evidence  could  be  obtained 
It  was  announced  that  the  case  would  be  referred  to  the  district 
attorney    of   New   Y'ork. 

On  the  last  afternoon  of  the  meeting  of  the  National  League  the 
members  of  the  American  League  for  the  first  time  since  the  adoption 
of  the  new  National  Agreement  met  with  the  members  of  the  National 
League   iu  joint   conference  at   the   Waldorf-Astoria. 

The  National  League  received  a  committee  from  the  Eastern  League 
and  the  American  Association,  whose  members  announced  that  they 
had  resigned  from  the  National  Association  and  requested  that  the 
major  leagues  recognize  their  independence.  It  was  agreed  to  post- 
pone final  action  in  the  matter  until  after  the  meeting  of  the  National 
Commission  at  Cincinnati,  January  4. 

The  National  League  also  adopted  memorial  resolutions  upon  the 
death  of  Henry  Chadwick,  the  "Father  of  Base  Ball,"  and  the  death 
of  Frank  DeHass  Robison  of  Cleveland,  former  owner  of  the  Cleveland 
and  St.  Louis  clubs,  and  one  of  the  best  known  members  of  the 
organization. 

It  was  also  agreed  by  the  League  to  appropriate  whatever  fund  is 
necessary  to  complete  the  sum  which  shall  l)e  needed  to  erect  a 
monument  over  the  grave  of  Henry  Chadwick  in  Greenwood  Cemetery, 
Brooklyn,  and  to  appropriate  annually  a  sufficient  sum  to  keep  the 
burial   plot   in   order. 

AMERICAN    LEAGUE. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  American  I^eague  was  held  at  the  Hotel 
Wolcott  in  New  Y'ork,  beginning  December  9.  Charles  W.  Somers 
was  re-elected  vice-president.  The  Board  of  Directors,  it  was 
announced,  would  be  selected  from  the  Detroit,  St.  Louis,  Philadelphia, 
and    Washington    clubs. 

The  League  voted  to  post  the  names  of  the  men  in  the  batting 
order  on  the  score  boards  at  their  various  parks.  It  was  also  agreed 
to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  umpires  to  report  at  the  various  grounds 
forty  minutes  before  the  beginning  of  each  game  and  to  take  charge 
of  the  practice.  In  the  future  visiting  clubs  will  not  be  allowed  to 
give   passes  iu  any   cit.v. 

The  committee  from  the  Class  A  leagues  called  upon  the  American 
League     members,     announcing     their    resignation     from     the    National 
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Association,    but    no    formal    action   was    taken    on    tiie    matter    by    the 
American   League   members. 

NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Minor  League 
Clubs  was  held  in  Chicago  November  10,  11,  and  12.  The  attendance 
was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  organization.  The  total  amount 
of  money  paid  through  the  secretary's  office  for  players  during  190S 
was   shown   to  be  $251,250. 

Members  of  the  Class  A  clubs  demanded  that  the  Western  League 
nnd  the  Southern  League  be  reduced  to  Class  B  and  that  the  National 
Board  of  Arbitration  be  reduced  from  seven  members  to  five  members, 
three  of  whom  should  come  from  Class  A  clubs.  This  was  refused 
and  the   Class  A  clubs  left  the  meeting. 

It  was  voted  to  increase  the  drafting  price  in  Classes  C  and  D. 
The  Association  i.djourned,  with  D.  M.  Shively  of  Kansas  City  acting 
as  chairman,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I'resident  P.  T.  Powers,  who 
is  also  president  of  the  Eastern  League,  had  withdrawn  with  the 
members  of  that  organization.  It  was  decided  to  place  the  matter 
before   the    National   Commission.

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The  A.  G.  Spalding  Base  Ball  Trophy 

Extracts  from  Mr.  A.  G.  Spalding's  address  on  the  occasion  of  the  Presen- 
tation of  the  Spalding  Trophy  to  the  winners  of  the  High  School  Base 
Ball  Championship  of  Greater  New  York,  at  the  Commercial 
High  School,  Brooklyn,  N.   Y.,  October  7,  1908. 

When  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  announced  its  Intention  of 
holdius  annual  Base  Ball  Championships  for  the  high  schools  of  Greater 
New  Y(nk  and  asked  me  to  supply  a  suitable  trophy  to  commemorate 
these  contests,  it  gave  me  pleasure  to  comply  with  this  request.  I 
have  been  officiall.v  informed  that  the  representative  team  of  the 
Commercial  High  School  won  this  trophy  for  the  first  year  on  their 
remarkable  record  of  eight  victories  and  no  defeats.  While  I  con- 
gratulate this  team  on  its  success,  I  am  almost  sorry  you  did  not  lose 
at  least  one  game  just  to  acquaint  you  with  the  feelings  of  the  other 
fellows. 

I  am  one  of  those  who  believe  that  athletic  sports,  properly  con- 
trolled, are  destined  to  Ijecome  a  very  important  factor  in  the  education 
of  our  youth,  and  is  entitled  to  its  proper  place  in  the  curriculum  of 
all  institutions  of  learning. 

The  classroom  is  the  place  to  acquire  the  rudiments  or  basis  of  an 
education,  and  the  athletic  field  is  the  place  to  appl.v  that  knowledge 
and  instill  into  the  mind  of  the  growing  boy  the  absolute  necessity  of 
self-control,  poise,  nerve,  confidence  and  aggressiveness,  so  essential  to 
properly  fit  the  young  man  to  successfully  cope  with  modern  conditions. 
In  athletic  sports,  especially  in  Base  Ball,  a  boy  soon  learns  that  losing 
his  temper  on  the  field  is  almost  equivalent  to  losing  the  match.  A 
pla.ver  must  have  his  wits  about  him  all  the  time,  for  there  is  no 
idace  on  the  team  for  the  dreamer  or  laggard.  He  must  be  alert  and 
read.v  for  any  sudden  emergency  and  should  not  lose  his  head  and  run 
to  the  clubhouse  instead  of  second  base,  as  one  of  the  New  York  Giants 
did  last  week,  which  little  simple  piece  of  thoughtlessness  cost  the 
New  Yerks  not  only  the  loss  of  that  particular  game,  but  also  the 
loss  of  the  National  League  pennant  and  probably  the  World's  Cham- 
pionship. 

When  you  are  playing  the  second  innings,  focus  your  whole  thoughts 
and  energy  on  the  minute  details  of  that  innings,  and  don't  allow  your 
mind  to  wander  off  to  what  may  happen  in  the  seventh  or  ninth 
innings,  or  how  joyous  you  will  feel  if  your  team  is  victorious,  or  how 
sad  a  defeat  will  make  you  and  your  friends,  .4.  Base  Ball  player 
must  school  himself  to  be  prepared  for  anything.  He  should  not  become 
too  much  elated  in  victory  or  too  much  cast  down  in  defeat,  but 
remember  that  the  victor  of  to-day  may  be  the  vanquished  of  to- 
morrow. 

Plenty  of  victories,  interspersed  with  frequent  defeats,  makes  for 
that  seif-poise  in  the  bo.v  that  is  so  essential  to  the  rounded-out  man. 

The  thoughtful  bo.v  that  will  apply  the  lessons  he  learns  on  the 
athletic  field  to  the  more  serious  problems  of  his  after-life,  will  be 
surprised  how  easy  it  is  to  overcome  obstacles  that  at  the  time  seem 
well  nigh  insurmountable. 

I  understand  that  the  two  thousand  boys  in  this  school  are  fitting 
themselves  for  commercial  pursuits  and  a  business  life.  Now  let  me 
assure  you  that  if  you  will  appl.v  the  same  thoughtful  consideration 
to  the  lessons  taught  on  the  ball  field,  that  .vou  should  to  the  lessons 
taught  in  the  classroom,  you  will  look  back  in  your  mature  years  and 
say  that  the  hard  knocks  you  received  on  the  athletic  field  in  your 
youth  and  the  practical  experience  you  gained  in  meeting  your  equals 
In  competitive  sport  gave  you  a  better  knowledge  of  human  nature 
and  the  principles  underlying  modern  business  affairs  than  you  ever 
acquired  from  hooks  or  lectures. 

In   your    classroom    center   your    minds  on    the    studies    in    hand    and 
dou't  "give   a  thought   to   athletic   sports,   but  cj   the   hall  field   give  no " 
thou"-ht   to   your   mathematics   and    grammar,    but   focus   your   mind   on 
the  °-ame  in   progress.     Be  optimistic    (there  is   no   place  on  the   team 
for  the  pessimist).    Play  hard,  play  to  win,  but  play  fair.

We  Agree  to  repair  or  replace  free  of  charge  any  stich  article 
which  proves  defective  in  material  or  workmanship:  PROVIDED 
such  defective  article  is  returned  to  ms,  transportation  prepaid, 
during  the  season  in  which  it  was  purchased,  accompanied  by 
the  name,  address  and  a  letter  from  the  user  explaining  the  claim.

standard  Quality 

An  article  that  is  universally  given  the  appellation  "  Standard  " 
is  thereby  conceded  to  be  the  Criterion,  to  which  are  compared  all  other 
things  of  a  similar  nature.  For  instance,  the  Gold  Dollar  of  the  United 
States  is  the  Standard  unit  of  currency,  because  it  must  legally  contain  a 
specific  proportion  of  pure  gold,  and  the  fact  of  its  being  Genuine  is 
guaranteed  by  the  Government  Stamp  thereon.  As  a  protection  to 
the  users  of  this  currency  against  counterfeiting  and  other  tricks,  consid- 
erable money  is  expended  in  maintaining  a  Secret  Service  Bureau  of 
Experts.  Under  the  law,  citizen  manufacturers  must  depend  to  a  great 
extent  upon  Trade-Marks  and  similar  devices  to  protect  themselves 
against  counterfeit  products — without  the  aid  of  "Government  Detec- 
tives "or  "  Public  Opinion  "  to  assist  them. 

Consequently  the  "Consumer's  Protection"  against  misrepresenta- 
tion and  "  inferior  quality "  rests  entirely  upon  the  integrity  and  re- 
sponsibility of  the  "Manufacturer."

Manufacturers  of  Standard  Articles  invariably  suffer  the  reputation 
of  being  high-priced,  and  this  sentiment  is  fostered  and  emphasized 
by  makers  of  "inferior  goods,"  with  whom  low  prices  are  the  main 
consideration. 

A  manufacturer  of  recognized  Standard  Goods,  with  a  reputation 
to  uphold  and  a  guarantee  to  protect,  must  necessarily  have  higher 
prices  than  a  manufacturer  of  cheap  goods,  whose  idea  of  and  basis  of 
a  claim  for  Standard  Quality  depends  principally  upon  the  eloquence 
of  the  salesman. 

We  know  from  experience  that  there  is  no  quicksand  more  unstable 
than  poverty  in  quality— and  we  avoid  this  quicksand  by  Standard  Quality.
